Diamond Jubilee, we would like-| . 


ly have all the money needed. 

The response I had from a re-| 
cent letter to the clergy prompts | 
me to throw out another sug- 
gestion in this’ Chat for the 
henefit of those who will wel- 
come it, and I know that some 
will welcome it. It is this: 

Some parishes as parishes, 
and some individuals as individ- 
uals will be glad’to build up dur-| 
ing these five years a Burse for 
the education of a student for 
the priesthood for all time. 
There are some parishes for 
which it would not be the slight- 
rst hardship to establish such a, 
Burse by paying $1,000 a year} 
amnually for five years, and 
there are some individuals who 
would be glad to contribute $1,- 
Mo-a..year...for five years to 
m@dow the cost of keeping a| 
student in the seminary. | 

While we are paying $400 a 
year for every student at Mount 
ot. Mary’s. Seminary, Cincin- 
nati, and $5000 invested at 6 per 
cent. would bring only $300, we 
are willing to give the full credit 
for the education of a young 
man in the seminary to the per- 
son or parish which founds a 
$5,000 Burse. Aceruing interest 
compounded while the Burse is 
in process of formation would 
net 31,000; hence the Burse 
Would be one of $6,000 when it 
begins to function. 

Understand that not only will 
oe student be put through the 
seminary by the earnings of the 
Burse, but there will be one 
priest after another for all time, 
educated by means of this Burse. 
Throughout his seminary career 
he will pray for and offer up fre- 
quent Holy Communions for his 
benefactor, and by a_ special 
contract will be expected to re- 
member his benefactor in fre- 
quent Masses ofter ordination.

If we secured 70 or 80 such 
Burses for college and seminary. 
Students the Easter collection

into its own treasury the amount 
i. expended on the Burse.

Dr. Ryan's Views. 

The neutral attitude made neces- 
sary by law in State-supported schools 
amounts practically to a public denia! 
of Christianity, according to Dr. 
Ryan. His paper, read by a represen- 
tative, contained the following four 
fundamental criticistns of public 
echool education from the Catholic 
viewpoint: 

1. Its philosophy is ticomplete, 
for it takes no account of man's moral 
and religious nature; unscientific, for 
in ignoring religion it contradicts 
psychology and ethics; and false be- 
cause it “denies the root principle of 
all Christianity, namely, that man is 
a spiritual being destined to the 
achievement of spiritual purposes.”’ 

2. Its psychology is false when it 
denies, “explicitly or implicitly,” the 
religious nature and religious experi-, 
ences of man. ) 

S. It takes a truncated view of | 
man, fafling to recognize his spixitual 
life. Its so-called “character educa- 
tion” in the natural virtues is a mere) 


fice not even a stibstitute for 
ous training. 


4. Its religious limitation, with 
teaching of the tenets of any religi- 
ous belief forbidden, amounts to “a 
public denial of the truth of Chris- 
tianity—a conclusion which no Chris- 
tian, conscious and convinced of his 
religious position, can entertain for a 
moment.” | 

“A completely secularized educa- 
tion,” Dr. Ryan declared, “minimizing 
or leaving to one side the considera- 
tion of the religious factor in life, 
cannot but éventuate in false atti- 
tudes toward history, toward the place 
of religion in social betterment and 
social advance, toward a non-recogni- 
tion of the role which must be accord- 
ed the moral and spiritual in every 
aspect of life, individual and social. 

“To what extent shall the school be 
sécularized? Shall it be secularized 
to the point of becoming lay as in 
the French system? All these ques- 
tions, and many others besides, de- 
mand an answer from us as American 
citizens. They demand more than a 
mere academic answer if we believe 
in Christianity and its mission in the 
world. 

“The problem of the secular schoo! 
must be faced honestly by the religi- 
ous educator in its full implications, 
in its consequences, not for this gen- 
eration alone but for the genera- 
tions which will follow after us. 
and in the light of the religious doc- 
trines which we profess.”
